THE EVANSTON POST-OFFICE SITE. 


Considerable Trouble Attending the Choice 
of a Location. 

Wasarneron, D. C., Feb. 5.— [Special. — 
Telegrams and letters are received daily by 
Representative Adams and the Post-Office 
Department in reference to proposed changes 
of site of the Evanston Post-Office. Only two 
tormal propositions have been received at the 
department up to date. One is from the 
owners of the present site and the other is 
from the owners of a building on one of the 
side streets in the village. 

Saturday a mammotn petition was re- 
ceived by Mr. Adams asking that the pres- 
ent site be changed to a building proposed 
to be erected by Dr. Maun. 

The spot where Dr. Mann proposes to 
erect his building, ostensibly for the use of a 
post-office, is on the same street as the pres- 
ent location, but much nearer the railroad 
tracks. For that reasop many of the peo- 
pie living in Evanston desire the change 
of site. The ground on which the post-office 
now stands is owned exclusively by the 
university, hence the desire of the people 
connected with that institution for retaining 
the old site, as a yearly rental is paid them 
for the use of the ground. An agent has 
been sent by Postmaster General Dick- 
inson to Evanston to look over the 
ground and report to the department 
the result of his observations in the post- 
office matter. Mr. Adams expresses himself 
as sorry at not being advised of this agent’s 
mission before he had started on his trip, as 
he might have notified the people of Evans- 
ton of his coming to their village and thus 
allow owners of buildings who desire to 
secure the post-office to advise with the agent 
in the matter. 

Senator Farwell and Representative Adams 
are both anxious to please the citizens of 
Evanston in the selection of their post-office 
site, and solicit deliberate judgment on the 
part of all interested in the change of site, if 
desired. It is thought here that Mr. 
Dickinson acted unwisely in not ad- 
vertising in the local papers for proposi- 
tions for the post-office building, and thus 
preserve absolute fairness all around. But 
as the Postmaster General has failed to do 
this, Mr. Adams hopes that other proposi- 
tions will be received either by him or the 
department here for a new site. Only two 
formal propositions have thus far been re- 
ceived, and it is trusted twice as many more 
may be received before the contract has been 
awarded. 


OKLAHOMA FEVER REACHES KANSAS CITY 


All Sorts and Conditions of Men Eager to 
Enter the Promised Land. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
Oklahoma fever has reached Kansas City, 
and the railroads leading out of the city to 
the West are preparing for a great increase 
of travel toward that promised land. Hun- 
dreds of men with families are out of work. 
Young men from the East whocame here last 
Tall expecting to get rich immediately have 
been disappointed, and many of them have 
not even been fortunate enough to se- 
cure positions of any kind. Too proud 
to give up and return to their homes, 
they are planning, together with a vast 
horde of dwellers in tents in the sub- 
urbs, to move to free homes and independ- 
ence. The omnipresent ex-real estate agents 
of Kansas City are getting their boards 
ready to go up and possess the land. Sev- 
eral Oklahoma land companies have already 
been projected by well-known capitalists in 
and about the Gate City, and an exodus may 
be looked for at any moment. News- 
paper. men, grocery men, lawyers, bank- 
ers, and men representing almost every 
class of business are earnestly talking about 
Oklahoma and how to get there. The 
gamblers are looking for a big haul in that 
direction and an hour’s stay in any of the 
well known resorts on Union avenue reveals 
clearly the plans of that portion of the com- 
munity. Hundreds of letters come here 
daily from the territory tributary to Kansas 
City in regard to the opening of Oklahoma, 
all filled with inquiries, and many who have 
written such letters are already in Kansas 
City purchasing supplies and arranging to 
leave as soon as the opening is made and the 
first exodus from this city shall begin. The 
only vnes who have not been heard from 
are the churches, yet no one believes that 
they will be behind in reaching Oklahoma, 
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ARTISTIC BLIND PEOPLE. 


NOVEL ENTERTAINMENT AT THE MAD- 
ISON STREET THEATRE. 


The Performers Could Not See, but in Ma-, 
sic and Elocution They Showed Great 
Abillty— The Audience Largely Com- 
posed of Blind Men and Women and 
Their Escorts—Mme. Moxzara’s Mas- 
nificent Performance on the Piano 
Greatly Enjoyed. 

The Euterpean Club gave a singular per-. 
formance last night at the Madison Street 
Theatre. Its members are all blind. There 
is Mme. Constance Heine Mozzara, a “ pian- 
ist of Australian renown,” whose name ap- 
pears in big letters on the play-bill, thougn 
letters small or big are ali the same to her 
sightless eyes. Prof. Albert Steiner, a blind 
pianist from Prague, not only shows unusual 
efficiency himself but is the cause of efficien- 
cy in others: whom he teaches. And Prof. 
W. E. Minshall, a blind elocutionist with the 
head of a Greek tragic bard, reads poetry 
with the fervor of Euripides or of the blind 
old man of Scio’s rocky isle.”’ 

Many of the audience were blind, too. 
They came from hospitals and asylums. 
They came from private homes led by their 
daughters or by other loving hands. Their 
guides having safely stored them into the 
cramped seats of the theatre would carefully 
read the programs over to them, and they 
would commit every line ok it to memory as 
though it were a chapter from the bible. 

Sit beside this patriarch with the long, 
flowing beard. He has persuaded himself in 
his gentle way that all musicians were or 
ought to have been biind. 

Sonata, op. 49, G major. Beethoven,“ 
reads his little girl. 

Beethoven was blind,“ says he. 

No, father,“ says the child, Beethoven 
was deaf.“ 

Well, well,” remarks the old man, it is 
all the same thing.” 

Two rows behind him is a little group from 
the Asylum for the Blind. None of them has 
ever been in a theatre before. A cheery 
young man, who acts as their cicerone, ex- 
plained to them that gas-jets are flaming 
overhead and on every side of them. 

“Why,” asks one, do the spectators need 
gas to listen to music“ This is an unanswer- 
able conundrum. Its propounder pursues 
his advantage. 

“To listen to music properly,” says he, 
“the hearer should be in the dark.“ 

“Or blind!“ 

‘* Yes, either biind or in the dark. Blind 
people remember a melody more quickiy 
than those who see. Why? Simply because 
their sense of hearing is trained.”’ 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE BLIND. 

** Ought the blind to write music, too!“ 

“Ought they? They do. Did not Bach 
wear out his eyesight by engraving his com- 
positions? Yet the musical faculty was 
never dimmed in Bach. Did not Handel sac- 
ritice his eyes in the cause of his art? Yet 
at what period was his genius greater than 
when he played ‘Total Eclipse’ from ‘Sam- 
son’ on the organ, and, thinking of Samson’s 
blindness and his own, burst into a flood of 
tears. N 

In the dingy antechamber which serves as 
a green-· room the blind performers are getting 
ready for the concert. Mme. Mozzara is a 
dainty little lady, with a long, faif tress 
braided down her back. She is dressed in 
black velvet. She has pretty, winning ways. 

„ Don’: judge us,“ she says, as blind peo- 
pie. Judge us as musicians. And don’t sup- 
pose that we play by ear.“ 

How else do we play!“ asks Prof. Steiner, 
a portly German, inciined to be dogmatic. 

“ You,” said the little lady, may play as 
you please. I learned to play by note. I had 
the system of music explained to me just as 
carefully as though I had not been blind 
from birth. Musicians think that we are 
freaks of nature. But we are just as schol- 
arly as they.“ 

We play by ear,” said Prof. Steiner. 

We play by note,“ said Mme. Mozzara. 

As there was risk of a protracted argu- 
ment a stage carpenter, who looked some- 
thing like Mr. Gould and more like Mr. Quilp, 
rolled humorously upon the stage, to the de- 
light of that portion of the audience which 
was not biind, and comicaily opened the 
piano. A youth of 10, Master Albert Luck- 
hart, a pupil of Prof. Steiner, played a 
Beethoven sonata. His instructor, unable to 
see, listened rapturously in wie wings. 

How is that!” he asked. How is that? 
Cannot the blind teach the blind!“ 

Is your pupil blind!“ 

„No; my task would be easier if he were.“ 

“It is your turn, professor,“ said Mr. 
Quilp, who had meanwhile been cutting 
comic capers on the stage. 

The professor walked unaided to the piano. 
The ease with which he found the stoo! dis- 
armed the audience. He played a : fantasia 
vy Mozart so deftly that tew spectators sus- 
pected him to be blind. It was only when he 
left the piano and stumbled against a piece 
of scenery that a littte shock ran through 
the house. But the blind were not deceived. 

„That was a blind man playing.“ . 

“ How do you know?’ 

“By his touch. To us it revealed a thou- 
sand shades of emotion that were hidden 
from you.“ 

A TALENTED ELOCUTIONIST. 

Mr. Quilp then led Prof. Minshall to a table. 
A tall, gaunt man, this professor with the 
Euripidean head. His long arms swung like 
one of Quixote’s windmilis. There were un- 
fathomable depths in his blind eyes. 

„He recited a scene from Julius Cœsar.“ 
Brutus he portrayed by turning to the right; 
Cassius by turning to the left. With this 
simple machinery he reproduced bits of old 
Rome. Then he enacted a village love scene. 
The blind man was young again. He was 
wandering in rustic byways with a maiden. 
With the stars twinkling and the moon en- 
couraging he stooped and kissed her. 

He told it tragically, much as Homer might 
have told it. A look of such placid joy came 
over his face that, odd as it sounded, there 
was nothing ridicujous in his setting of the 
bucolic idyl. 

Then came Mme. Mozzara. She was ten- 
derly escorted to the piano by a tall German, 
who placed her before the keyboard with as 
much care as though she were mechanical 
and had to be wound up. She needed no 
winding up. She played a gavotte of Bach, 
a nocturne of Chopin, and a barcarolie and 
tarentella of herown composition, and played 
them with the skill of an agcomplished mu- 
sician. The audience applauded her warmly.

“JACK THE RIPPER” IN NICARAGUA 


Six Women Batchered After the Fashion 
of Those in Whitechapel. 

Manaaa, Nicaraugua, Jan. 24.—[Special.] 
—Either Jack the Ripper of Whitech< pel 
has emigrated from the scene of his ghustly 
murders or he has found one or more im- 
itators in this part of Central America. 
The people have been greatly aroused 
by six of the most atrocious murders ever 
committed within the limits of this city. The 
murderer or murderers have vanished as 
quickly as Jack the Ripper,“ and have left no 
traces for identification. All of the victims 
were women df the character who met their 
fate at the hands of the London murderer. 
They have been found murdered just as mys- 
teriously and the evidences point to almost 
identicai methods. Two were found butch- 
ered out of all recognition. Even their faces 
were most horribly slashed, and in the cases 
of all the others their persons were frght- 
fully disfigured. There is no doubt but that 
a sharp instrument violently but dexterously 
used was the weapon that sent the poor 
creatures out of the world. 


WHERE GEN. HARRISON WILL LIVE. 


He Is Said to Have Rented a Summer 
Cottage. 

New. York, Feb. 5.—{Special.|—A Wash- 
ington dispatch to the World says: Several 
residences have already been exploited as 
the future abiding place of Gen. Harrison. 
The announcement is made here today, 
however, on excellent authority, that the 
President-elect will spend the heated term 
in a romantically situated cottage at Deer 
Park, within a stone’s throw of that in 
which President and Mrs. Cleveland 
passed the early days of their honeymoon. 
The cottage leased by Gen. Harrison is near 
the Deer Park Hotel, and just across the 
road from the villa of Stephen B. Elkins, It 
is known as the Spencer cottage, having been 
occupied by President Spencer of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, and is one of a cluster 
called the Davis group, built and owned by 
ex-Senator Henry S. Davis of West Virginia. 


SEVENTEEN LOG-HAULERS DROWNED. 


A Terrible Accident Caused by Treacherous 
Ice at Pine Lake, N. . 

Atpany, N. V., Feb. 5.—News has been re- 
ceived here of a dreadful accident at Pine 
Lake, Fuiton County. The reports are in- 
definite, but as far as can be learned the dis- 
aster resulted in the drowning of seventeen 
men. The victims were driving teams en- 

in hauling logs across the ice, when 
the ice broke and the men and horses were 
all lost. 

A dispatch from Canajoharie says that 
twenty-four teams were engaged in drawing 
logs across the ice, regarding the safety of 
which no fears had been feit. It gave way, 
however, after seven drivers and their teams 
reached the shore and the remaining drivers 
and horses broke through the ice and sunk 
ovt of sight.

Loxpox, Feb. 5.—The approaching visit of 
the Shah of Persia to England is causing 
much embarrassment to court officiais. He 
comes to all European courts as a guest and 
expects to be received at least with the same 
honors which were accorded him in 1878. The 
Czar is preparing to give Nasir-ed-Din a mag- 
nificent reception both at Moscow and St.

THE APPOINTMENT OF AN AMBASSADOR. 

When King Bomba imprisoned those who 
demanded that his rule should be in accord- 
ance with justice, and treated as felons men 
whom the Italians regarded as honorable 
statesmen, Mr. Gladstone denounced 
him, and the British Government with- 
drew their representative trom Naples. 
I would suggest that the United States fol- 
low our example and decline to confirm the 
appointment of any Minster to this country 
so long as the Irish representatives are 
treated as felons. Americans may rest satis- 
fied that every Liberal in this country would 
approve their action.

TALKS WITH SMUGGLERS, 


Who They Are and What They Say About 
Their Operations. 

The big smuggiers are a pleasant and 
agreeable set of people. In no respect do 
they resembie the ruffians one reads about 
in highly colored literature, but look and act 
like substantial business-men, and are hos- 
pitable and courteous, living in fine houses, 
and most of them heads of eminently re- 
spectable families. While it is to be sup- 
posea that most people here know all about 
the smuggiers and their nefarious business, 
the knowledge does notseem to deprive them 
of social standing. 

Victoria, by the way, is a charming place, 
commanding a magnificeny view of the Pa- 


‘cific Ocean and the lofty peaks of the Olym- 


pian mountains that slope down to the 
water’s edge in Washington Territory, fifty 
miles away. The climate now is like 
June weather in Chicago, and although 
snow is visible on the mountain tops 
the year round none falls here. It is 


| the Capital of British Columbia, headquar- 


ters for the Pacific squadron of the British 
navy and the seal fishing fleet, and 
has a population of about 15,000. 
Some of the buildings and private 
residences are strikingly grand and 
there is now in course of construction a resi- 
dence that is fully as elaborate and costly as 
Potter Palmer’s.

trip than our salaries would amount to in a 


year. We could buy opium in large or small 
uantities in China for Fa pound and sell it 
or $27 in San Francisco. After I had been 
in the business a short time I fell in 
with ‘Boss Harris,’ and he asked me 
to join his gang, which I did. Harris was 
one of the big, operators. — —— of San 
Francisco was dent and Jim Harkin 
was Secretary. D. J. McLain, for many 
years a Government interpreter, was also an 
operator, and Capt. Whaley, an ex-custom 
house officer, was another. We were the 
principal people, but there were behind us 
some of the biggest politicians in San Fran- 
cisco. We made big money, and if any of us 
got into troubie we were either helped out or 
allowed to jump our bat. —— ——, how- 
ever, played the wolf, and mostof the gang 
have now deserted him. He used to be 
cook in a San Francisco restaurant, 
but got to making money by dispos- 
ing of opium for steamboat men and 
he is now worth millions. He owns 
pretty much all of Chinatown in San Fran- 
cisco, and I am told that his rents alone bring 
him in an income of o day. But he is 
such a wolf chat if a fellow has to jump the 
country and can no longer serve his interest 
— — will not help him a cent’s worth. 
At the time Harkin, the secretary of the 
gang, was convicted —— —— refu to heip 
bim, and Harkin sent word to —— —— that 
unless he received $50,000 at once he wouid 
make a full confession.

After landing one load and while 
just taking another a customs boat ran us 
down and captured the opium. I escaped by 
‘jumping overboard and swimming under the 
wharf, hiding there until the officers gave 
me up as drowned. The other two chaps 
went to the penitentiary. The last lot I 
brought over from China fran down to Oak- 
land and hid in the bouse of a friend of mine 
named Branson. He got drunk, went 
into a restaurant, showed a roll 
of money 1 had given him 
to some friends and said I had promised him 
a lot more for taking care of some goods for 
me. It happened that the Chief of Police 
was sitting in the next stall, and, overhear- 


ing the conversation, shadowed Branson 


home, found the opium, and arrested both 
Branson and his wife. I went up to bail 
them out, when Branson squealed and I was 
arrested and indicted. He went to the peni- 
tontiary, but —— —— got bail for me and I 
er My to Victoria. 

“My object in coming here was to estab- 
lish an opium cooking house for ——- —, 
which I did, Bow Youen being sent up here 
from San Francisco to run it. It was a big 
success and the gang has since started half 
a dozen others, while other gangs operate a 
lot more, there being nineteen in all. After 
we got to running I shi the stuff out and 
had it carried over the Puget Sound route to 
San Francisco, but there were so many cheap 
people working that way that I opened a new 
route through British Columbia and ‘Idaho. 
The officers dropped to us and I shifted to 
Sarnia, which is the easiest route I ever 
worked. I took 14,000 pounds across there in 
a rowboat during nine months last year, and 
until 1 got caught in Indianapolis every 
pound went through ali right.

So 
ar their efforts have been only moderately 
successful, but more has been accomplis 
in the last six months than was accomplishea 
in the previous six years. Following Gard- 
ner’s arrest came the capture and escape of 
La Belle and the seizure of the big quantity 
of opium that Capt. Durant buried in the 
Michigan woods.

COOKING OPIUM, 


How It Is Prepared for the Market in 
Victoria. 

A visit to Chinatown is one of the most in- 
teresting sights afforded a stranger who 
comes to Victoria. Chinatown is a section 
of the city that has been set apart for the 
4,000 Chinese population and is distinctly a 
city of itself, there not being a single white 
man within its precincts. There are four 
sireete that are Tined with Chinese stores, 
some of which are handsome brick buildings, 


nicely appointed, and containing valuable 


stocks of rich merchandise. The reporter 
went through it last evening in company 
with one of the leading opium smugglers 
of Victoria ana through his influence and 
courtesy was initiated into the mysteries of 
opiummaking. 
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CHINATOWN. 

Bow Youen & Co.’s was the first establish- 
ment visited, and Lee Youen, an intelligent 
and taikative Chinaman, gave as much in- 
formation as was sought. 
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BOW YOUEN & CO. 

He gave a full ust of all the firms in Brit- 
ish Columbia that manufacture opium, and 
then described the process from the time tne 
pulp is taken from the poppy in India until 
the prepared opium is packed in tin cans 
for the market, after which he entered 
the cookhouse and showed how it is 
done. When the pulp of the poppy 
flower is gathered itis buriedin earth and 
kept there for two years, and when taken 
out it looks like bread dough, except that it 
is as black as tar. It is then rolled into balls 
about three inches in diameter and securely 
wrepyes in leaves. Each ball weighs four 

unds and they are packed in cases of forty 

Us. All the crude brought here comes 
from Hong Kong and the wholesale price 
there is $560 a case, or $i4 a ball. The freight 
is $20a case and the duty $1 a pound. 80 
that the cost of each ball laid down in Vic- 
toria is about $18.50, to which is added $1 a 
ball for the cost of cooking. Each ball boils 
down about one-half, and Chinamen figure 
that a pound of opium, when prepared for 
the market, costs them $6. They sell it here 
for $3.70, that being the present market 
price.

From Feb. 1 to Sept. 1 last year, 3,968,904

As shown, 23,283,835 bushels 
went to Minneapolis, Duluth, and carried 
over in country elevators, leaving the amount 
of 8,041,165 bushels to be otherwise disposed 
of. ! 

There were 7,421,000 bushels in country 
elevators Feb. 1. which, with the estimated 
6,000,000 bushels in farmers’ granaries, make 
18,421,000 bushels to be yet moved from the 
interior this crop year, against 31,325,000 
bushels a year ago, or 4244 per cent. That 
amount yet in the intérior is more than 
5,000,000 less than came to Minneapolis after 
this time from the previous crop. There 
were 3,500,000 bushels of wheat in store here 
Sept. 1 last year in public elevators and 
probably about 500,000 bushels in private 
storage. The amount here now is nearly the 
same asa year ago, so, if every bushel of 
surplus wheat sow im the interior in the 
Northwest comes to Minneapolis and relative 
shipments continue the same, there will be 
a little more than 1,000,000 bushels less to 
= here than were ground here between 

eb. 1 and Sept. 1 last 
any surplus in farm 
ia either public or private elevators in Min- 
neapolis or any in country elevators. 

That is hguring on the basis that the esti- 
mate of surplus in farmers’ hands is correct, 
and that every bushel of surplus now in the 
interior comes to Minneapolis. But it will not 
ali come to Minneapolis. Some will go to 
Duluth, some to merchant mille in the in- 
terior, and some will go out as wheat through 
channels south of us. That our city niilis 
must lie idle considerable of the time between 
now and another harvest is a certainty. 
They would have to do it even if there 
were a profit in grinding, as there is not the 
wheat to keep them running. 

In spite of all that, wheat is relatively too 
high here for any legitimate purpose, for there 
is an actual loss in —— it to any consump- 
tive use. Other markets may come up to it, 
but from the present outlook there is little 
prospect of so desirable a result. Millers 
must therefore make up their mind not only 
to lose a part of their trade to their winter 
wheat neighbors that will be hard to get 
back again, but they may as well make up 
their mind that there is a thin profit to be se- 
cured while they are losing it.

ELECTION LAW FOR WISCONSIN. 


A New One Introduced in the Legislature 
at Madison. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 5.—[Special. |—Sena- 
tor Cooper today introduced an election bill 
which if passed will accomplish a sweeping 
reform in ail generai elections. In his annual 
message Gov. Hoard spoke of the necessity 
of perfecting the election laws, and the 
modifications proposed are much on a line 
with his suggestions. The enactment of the 
bill will stop the bribery of voters and the 
assessment of candidates for the purpose of 
defrayiny election expenses of any kind. The 
secrecy of the ballot-box will be secured, 
trouble prevented, and all molestation or in- 
terference with voters obviated. In its 
application the proposed law will 
extend all elections except 
for town or vil officers of places where 
there is no provision for registration or to 
elections in cities having a population of 5v,- 
000 or more. All baliots are to be printed 
and furnished at public expense, the nomina- 
tions for county officers to certified by the 
County Clerk and of State officers by the Sec- 
retary of State, who is to print the tickets 
and give notice. Severe fine and imprison- 
ment penalties are im for infractions. 
Milwaukee is the only city to which the 
measure will not apply, the h law being 
in force there. 

A Local Option bill, modeled much after 
the Mich law, was introduced by Sen- 
ator Joiner. It provides that upon the peti- 
tion to the County Judge of 10 per cent of the 
qualified electors of a county asking the sub- 
mission of the question of license an elec- 
tion shali be ordered.

CISION IN THE MADDEN CASE. 

It Emboldens the Lawless Classes to Com- 
mit Crimes with Little Fear of Arrest— 
Police Officigis Say That They Are 
Hampered in Protecting the Property 
of Citi 
Officers and Police-Court Jastices. 


last week, though of course well intended, 
and no doubt in strict accord with legal prin- 
ciples, is likely to have a most demoralizing 
effecton the Chicago poiice force, and has 
‘already led to much mischief. It nas em- 
boldened criminais, rendered the officers of 
the law timid in the discharge of their 
duties, and encouraged lawlessness among 
the vagrant and vicious classes. The Judge 
holds that the officer has, under the common 


| law, a right to arrest on sight, without a war- 


rant, when he sees that an offense is being 
committed, and that under the statute be 
may arrest without a warrant, on his own 
suspicion, without comopiaint of a third 
party; but if he makes a mistake he is liable 


in an action for false arrest. 

The court further held that a reasonable 
suspicion cannot in law be entertained 
until the officer has made diligent in- 
quiry as to the ground of his suspicion, 
Thus restricted the officer is practically 
powerless in the face of crime. He may be 
reasonably certain, for instance, that a gang 
of burgiars are going to break a window of 
a jewelry store and make away with the 
diamonds displayed there. But if he arrests 
the would-be burglars before they enter on 
the commission of the crime the officer may 
be liable for false imprisonment. If he sees 
them prowling around a store he must aot 
order them to move on because that would 
be an infringement of their liberty as a citi- 
zen. 

Again, if a person is knocked down by a 
highwayman and robbed and the officer ar- 
rests somebody making away from the scene 
of the crime but whom the party assailed is 
unable to identify the officer again makes 
himseif hable to an action for false arrest. 
Had such an interpretation of the law 
been applied immediately after the hay- 
market massacre Spi Schnaubelt, 
Rau, Neebe, and Engel might have 
brought action for faise imprisonment. 
Certainly not one of them would have been 
convicted. In serious cases—as of murder 
and burgiary—it is not always prudent in an 
officer to state his case against a suspected 
party nor even to make the arrest, as that 
might alarm accomplices and, in the lau- 
guuge ot the 2 queer a case. 

But Judge Tuley holds that where an offi- 
cer arrests on suspicion complaint should be 
made at once, no matter though suca action 
may defeat the ends of justice. 

Judge Tuley’s rather iatitudinarian views 
may suit in rural districts but they will 
hardly serve the ends of justice in large 
metropolitan centres. Since the decision 
was rendered last Thursday there have been 
numerous cases ot burglaries, house-break- 
ing, highway robberies, assaults, and other 
crimes. The criminal classes seem to look 
upon the pronouncement from the bench as a 
sort of license in lawlessness. it has made 
the lot of the policeman much harder than it 
has been, has deprived the Justices of much 
of their power for restraint, and has robbed 
the law of many of the wholesome terrors it 


nad for the vicious and the criminal. 


HOW IT WORKS.

“James Carolan of No. 3857 Wentworth 
avenue was robbed by this man Sunday 
morning,” id Officer Stahl at the Armory 
Police Court yesterday.

OPINIONS OF POLICE OFFICERS, 


They Claim That Judge Tuley’s Decision 
Encourages Lawlessness. 

“Judge Tuley’s decision in the Madden 
case,”’ said Capt. Aldrich of Desplaines 
Street Station, will make no difference in 
my method of handling suspicious charac- 
ters, burglars, and thieves. I shall arrest a 
man with or without a warrant if the cir- 
cumstances are such as to lead me to believe 
that he is guilty. The decision has had a de- 
_cided effect on my officers. They are afraid 

to arrest anybody for fear they will be 
— before Judge Tuley. It is utteriy im- 
possible in a city like Chicago to swear out a 
warrant every time it becomes advisable 
to wake an arrest. Just imagine how 
such a plan would work. A few nights ago 
Officer Conway met a man late at night with 
a coat and vest under his arm. He claimed 
he was moving. The officer suggested that 
it was rather late tobe moving, and after 
questioning the man took him to the station 
and locked him up. 4 

„He had no warrant for him and could not 
swear that he had stolen the coat. The next 
day I started him around the horn; and after 
going to several stationscalled at the Cen- 
tral, where Detective Hoffmann  recog- 
nized mbm as an old criminal only 
three months out of Joliet. The next 
day we found the man who 
owned the stolen coat and vest. How would 
it have been if the officer had wanted to 
swear out a warrant! An officer should 
nevér arrest @ man on suspicion who can 
give a good and reasonable account of him- 
self. Take the opera-glass case of yesterday. 
A merchant named Peterson at No. 760 Lake 
street has six pairs of opera-glasses stolen. 
He makes a complaint and leaves a descrip- 
tion of the property. An officer learns that 
two men have been try! to sell opera- 
glasses in a saloon. A few hours later two 
men, Rowley and Higgins, offer to sell the 
officer a pair of glasses which he recognizes 
as being a part of the stolen property. 
Must he go before a Justice of 
the Peace and get a warrant for the 
arrest of these men? Well, the officer did 
not, and we recovered all the glasses and 
found that young Rowley had stolen his 
father’s horse and wagon. Suppose I find 
Theatrau, the man who is su to have 
murdered Kilfoyie, shall I wait for a war- 
rapt? There is no warrant out for him now. 
Any one of Kilfoyle’s family can get a war- 
rant, but they have not done so.

WHAT THE JUSTICES HAVE TO SAY.

The Law as Interpreted by Judge Tuley Is 
Absolutely Correct. 

Justice Kersten—There is no question 
about the law being correct as Judge Tuley 
announced it. It is illegal to imprison any 
man without a proper warrant or mittimus, 
and in the Madden case, as I remember, they 
were locked up for three or four days and 
were not brought before a Justice until 
a habeas corpus writ was asked for, and then 
the case was continued. Now if the police 
construe the decision as depriving them of 
the power to make arrests without warrants 
they misunderstand the decision. An arrest 
may be made without a warrant where a fel- 
ony has been committed and an officer hes 
just and reasonable grounds to believe that a 
certain party committed it. But the prisoner 
should be brougnt before a Justice of the 
Peace or some magistrate, and ali that would 
be necessary would be to file a complaint in 
writing and the Justice would have jurisdic 
tion. But there can be no question that 


when a man is arrested without a warrant or 


without a complaint being made and is locked 
up three or four days the - 
i illegal. 1 understand, though 
no personal knowledge of 
the fact, that this has been extensively prac- 
ticed by the police, but 1 don’t think it has 
been done on the North Side. A magistrate 
does not know what ie going on down-stairs 
when he sits in court. As for the practical 
side of the question, [ don’t think it is neces- 
sary that a man should be locked up two or 
three days to pump himor to get evidence 
against him. Judge Tuley stated distinctly 
that an officer had a right to make an arresi 
where he had reasonabie ground to believe 
that a certain person had committed a 
crime. If the defendant be tound not 
guilty, if the officer was justified in 
his suspicion he would not be liable fer 
false arrest. I don't think the decision will 
prevent the police from arresting people 
upon suspicion. If an officer saw you walk- 
ing along the streets and did not like — 
looks, and knowing that a robbery had n 
committed would “run you in” it would be 
illegal. But, as I said, in cases of felony it is 
not absolutely necessary that a warrant 
should be issued provided the prisoner be 
taken before a magistrate and a sworn com- 
laint made. But the police have no right to 
ock up a man and keep him in the 
hope of finding a charge against him. We 
should have more heemen and skilled 
detectives, and o as they do in 
Europe, where, if they suspect a man, they 
do not lock him up, but shadow him. 1 don’t 
think it will have any 2e 
out the decision of Judge Tuley. 
rate, I think that arrests ought to be made 
according tolaw. Thereis another way to 
get at known thieves. Under our vagrancy 
act they can be convicted of vagrancy at any 
time. If they are hanging around gambling- 
houses or saloons or loafing on the streets 
they can be arrested for v ncy upon war- 
rants. All the decision will do will be to 
cause a little more work and, perhaps, con- 
siderable more trouble to the officers as far 
as vigilance is concerned. They will have 
to Ge much more vigilant, 
they will have to keep 
fellows constantly under supervision. 
Itisan advantage to have known thieves 
locked up, but it is a much greater advantage 
to have everything done according to law. 
The laws are all right. All we have to do is 
to execute them*properly and they will reach 
every offender. 

Justice E. C. Hambureher—I have an ex- 
ceedingly exaited opinion ef Judge Tuley. 1 
think he is one of the gregtest chancellors 
we have in the country. I don’t think it is 
good policy for a Justice to commit anybody 
unless there is a warrant sworn out 2 
before him or before some other Justice. 
think there should be a charge made in the 
case of every arrest. In cases of va- 
grancy I have discharged every one 
they brought in unless there was 
a warrant sworn out within the time fixed 
by law. It happens sometimes that officers 
fail to make outa proper complaint, so that 
the party has an opportunity to defend his 
case. I think the law should be changed so 
as to be the same as in cases of — oe 
where the party has to have proper notice o 
what heis charged and in case of a 
warrant an affidavit should be made upon 
which to base the issuance of the t.

That the active manager of a pharmacy or 
drug. store shall be a thoroughly competent 
* (and those who have been registered or 
are Going business under the present law shall 
be 60 considered), and, being such, shall bejudge 
of the competency of his employés and be per- 
mitted to select them according to his own judg- 
ment; that hereafter it shail not be necessary 
for drug clerks to become registered; but they 
Shall be entitled to registration as a proprietor or 
manager, if they so desire, under either of the 
foliow conditions: First, after five years’ 
appren under a registered pharmacist 
(and the time, if any, of attendance at any re- 
spectable school of pharmacy shall be accred- 
ited on the above time). Second, a diploma fiom 
a „ school of pharmacy; or, third, a

UNION STOCK-YARDS BILLS, 


The House Puts In Some Time in Discuss- 
ing One of the Many. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
House spent an hour this morning in wran-

Yards. It is the same 
that went to Congress.

He outlined briefly the 
system in operation at the Stock-Yards 
and the labor performed in the care 
and weighing of the stock, and he 
held that the expense to the shippers during 
the time the cattle were in the yards was in- 
significant. The average cost to the shipper 
during the time his cattie were in the yards 
was not more than 324¢ cents a head. But 
each head consumed on an average forty 
pounds of water which the shippers received 
pay for and which the purchasers lost. Un- 
der such an arrangement, 2 the 
shipper spent 826 cents and got $1.60 for 
forty pounds of water, and Mr. Hoppin de- 
clared further that if the Jones bill passed in 
its form it would decrease the hog 

uct one-half in a few years.

Republican Members Write to Representa- 
tive Payson About It. 

SrrRincrisip, LL, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
assassination of John M. Ciayton has aroused 
the indignation of the Republican members 
of the ture, and they are discussing 
ways by which to secure redress for tlie out- 
rage. Last night at an informal conference 
at the Leland it was decided that the mem- 
bers representing the several Congtessional 
districts should memorialize their Congress- 
men, and today the following forcible docu- 
ment was forwarded to Washington: 

L. Z. Payton, Hepresentativein Congress of the 
United States of America for the Ninth District of 
Ilinois—DzEAR Sin: We, the undersigned mem- 
bers of the Thirty-sixth General Assembly of 
Illinois, representing the people who com the 
Ninth Congressional District, take this means 
of evidencing to you the horror which we feel at 
the assassination of John M. Clayton of Arkan- 
sas, and to express to you our opinion that 
we believe the Congress of the United States, 
soon to meet, should declare the seat to which 
Mr. Breckinridge claims to hold the certificate 
vacant. The American people cannot allow 
the precedent to be estabiished that assassina 
tion is u propér means to defeat a contest fora 
seat in Congress. If the great Government of 
the Nation cannot protect its citizens in their 


constitutional rights it fails of its purpose. If 
there is no remedy known to the law, it is time 


that one were found. 

Representative Breeden of McDonough is 
drafting a resolution, which he will intro- 
duce, and which will express in strong terms 
the sentiments of the Illinois legisiators. - It 
will denounce the cowardly assassins and 
urge prompt action of the Government.

Senator Crawford's Constitutional Amend- 
ment Brought Up.

Bill to Tax Express Companies. 

Srrineriz_p, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.]— 
Representative O’Toole thinks express com- 
panies are grinding monopolies and he hasa 
bill regulating them, which he will introduce 
in the House in the morning. It requires all 
companies to make an annual report of their 
gross W and it will not be lawful aft- 
er the 10th of Jahuary, 1800, for any person, 
company, or corporation to carry on the busi- 
ness of receiving parcels by express for hire 
without first making the report as Lerein re- 
quired and procuring from the Auditora 
certificate of authority or license; and it 
shall be a conditon precedent to the issuing 
of the annual certificate or license by the 
Auditor that the person, company, or cor- 
poration making the statement shall pay into 
the State Treasury the specific sum oi 2 per 
cent. 


Children of Slave Parents. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 5.—[Speciai. ]—-Rep- 
resentative Brokoski will tomorrow intro- 
duce a bill which is of interest to former 
slaves and their children, as it provides that 
all marriages that have been contracted 
wherein one or both of the parties were 
slaves at the time shail be considered equally 
valid and binding as though the parties 
thereunto were free, and the child or chil- 
dren of such shall be deemed 
legitimate and placed upon the same footing 
(as to the right to inherit property) as any 
ond or children born of parents who were 
lawfully weaded and not slaves. 

This bill is intended to cover a recent de- 
cision rendered by Judge Tuley, in which he 
held that the children of parents married in 
slavgry could not inherit property. 


Committee on Mines and Mining. 

SprinGFrig_p, III., Feb. 5.—[Speciai.}—The 
Senate Committee on Mines and Mining this 
afternoon considered two measures. The 
bili of Senator Seiter requiring operators to 
pay for the digging of all salable coal met 
with the approbation of a majority of the 
members of the committee, but as it was con- 
sidered a little faulty in ita construction it 
was referred to à sub-committee, with in- 
structions to report at the next meeting. 
The bill of Senator Reinhardt providing for 
the examination of mining bosses and cre- 
ating a board for that purpose was not 
viewed favorably by a majority of the mem- 
bers. After some discussion it was referred 
back to the Senate witnout recommendation, 
and will be printed and placed on the order 
of second reading.

IN AND OUT OF CONGRESS. 


OKLAHOMA BILL REFERRED TO THE 
SENATE TERRITORY COMMITTEE, 


Failure of Champions of the Red Men to 
Secure Its Reference to the Indian Com- 
mittee—The Nicaragua Canal Measure— 
Proposing Compromise on the Terri. 
torial Admission Bill— Various News 
from Washington. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 5.—-The House 
ball tor the establishment of a Territorial 
Government in Oklahoma having been pre- 
sented in the Senate today Mr. Platt moved 
its reference to the Committee on Territories 
and Mr. Dawes moved its reference to the 
Committee on Indian Affairs. 

In support of his motion Mr. Dawes said 
that the real substance of the bill and every- 
thing pertaining to it was the treatment of 
the Indians in that region and their relations 
to the GeneraiGovernment. These relations 
had been a difficult question for a 
great many years, and had invariably beea 
referred to the Committee on Indian Affairs. 
With the exception of the little strip called 
„No Man's Land” (thirty miles wide and 200 
long), the whole of the proposed territory 
was now held by the Indians under different 
titles, more or less exclusive. The Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs had had the subject be- 
fore it ever since the idea of establishing a 
Territorial Government there had taken 
form. If the Indian question were elimi- 
nated from the bill there would de no difii- 
culty in the matter, and that was why the 
Committee on Indian Affairs should consid- 
er it. 

Mr. Vest thought that the Senator from 
Massachusetts had overstated the fact when 
ne said that the overruling question in the 
bill was how it would affect the rights of the 
Indians, The great question to be deter- 
mined was whether a Territorial Government 
should be established in what was known as 
Oklahoma. It was a question affecting the 
white people of the United States, ticu- 
larly of the continguous States, Missouri 
Texas, Arkansas, and Kansas. As a friend 
of the bill he bad been assured yesterday by 
the Chairmen of the two committees (Sena- 
tors Piatt and Dawes) that if the bill were 
sent to either of those committees there 
would be immediate consideration of it, and 
that it would be reported back immediately 
for the action of the Senate. 

Mr. Chace said that it was a well-settled 
principle that no territorial government 
should be set up unless there were white 
people settled within its boundaries. The evi- 
dence was patent that this bill was a well- 
laid scheme to encroach upon Indian rights 
and to rob the Indians, and it seemed to him 
that the question which should rule the rei- 
erence of the bill was whether the rights of 
the Indians were to be affected byit. The 
idea of raising No Man’s Lanpd”’ to the di 
nity of a Territory was belittling to the whole 
question. It was a littie strip of land. 

It is larger than the State of Rhode Isl- 
and, said . Cockrell. 

It is not larger in the number of ita in- 
habitants or in the interests involyed,”’ re- 
plied Mr. Chace. “The State of Rhode Is“ 
and had a right to statehood under a compact 
with the United States before the State of 
Missouri was dreamed of; and in all the eie- 
ments of civilizauon, of intelligence, of enter- 
prise, and of everything which goes to make 
a great Commonwealth, she stands today far 
in advance of that benighted State.“ 

Mr. Hoar suggested that as the question 
presented in the bill was purely an Indian 
question the bill should therefore be first 
submitted to the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs. After that committee reported the bill 
might then be referred to the Committee on 
Territories. 

Mr. Cullom thought that Mr. Hoar had put 
the case wrong, and that the bill should first 
go to the Committee on and then, 
if it affected the rights of Iladians, it should 
go to the Committee on Indian airs. 

Mr. Butler, as a member of the Committee 
on Territories, said that if the bill went be- 
fore that committee the rights of the Indians 
would be safely guarded. would never 
consent to imposing a territorial government 
over the Indian Territory without their full 
and free consent. 

Mr. Cockrell took up Mr. Chace’s uncom- 
plimentary allusion to the State of Missouri, 
and said that every foot of Rhode Island soil 
ha@ been relentlessly and murderously wrest- 
ed from the Indiaas. He would not pretend 
to compare more with Rhode Island. He 
would be ashamed to represent a State and a 
people whom he would place on an equality 
with Rhode Island and her people. Ihe 16 
mark as to “benignted Missouri” was no 
slur, considering the source from which it 
came. 

Mr. Chace defended the State of Rhode 
Island from Mr. Cockrell's charge of ha 
murdered and robbed the Indians, and sai 
that she had acquired her title to the Indian 
lands by purchase, and had paid the pur- 
chase money three times over. 

After further discussio ticipated in by 
Senators Morgan, Coke, Platt, Dawes, and 
Blair, the bill was referred to the Committee 
on Territories—yeas 89, nays 12.

The House joint resolution for the payment 
of $500,000 to the representatives of the late 
James B. Eads was taken up and passed.

The 
amendments to the bill that were reported 
from the Committee on Appropriations were 
agreed to without question. They were 
few and unimportant, the only noticeable 
one being that increasing the salary of the 
_——— private secretary from $3,250 to 


Tne conference report on the bill amenda- 
tory of Inter-State Commerce law was pre- 
sented and read.

The bill was not 
discussed by sections, but at a subsequent 
meeting it will probably be taken up and 
considered in that way. The committee ad- 
journed to meet again tomorrow. It 
was apparent, it is said, that there would be 
an earnest effort made to agree upon a bill 
that could be unanimously reported, but this 
will have to include New Mexico if the House 
conferrees support the measure. They are 
reported to be willing to withdraw their ob- 
jections to the division of Dakota. If this be 
accorded them, the outspoken sentiment 
in the Senate Republican caucus in favor of 
the admission of New Mexico may induce the 
Senatorial conferrees to agree to such a com- 
promise. 

ST. PAUL PUBLIC BUILDING. 

The Senate bill providing fora post-office 
at St. Paul, Minn., was today reported favor- 
ably in the House.

INSPECTION OF STEAM VESSELS, 

The Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels concluded its annual session 
today. It refused to change its form of sam- 
ple test of steel. The board, however, to 
partly meet the wants of the manufacturers, 
changed their requirements in regard to 
steel plate to the exteatof reducing from 
4 to 40 per cent tbe ‘reduction of 
area of steel plate three-quarters of an inch 
and upward in thickness. The board also 
adopted a rule requiring test pieces from 
each ana every plate of iron or steel used in 
the shells or other parts of the boilers sub- 
ject to tensile strain. important chang 
were also made in regard to the spacing dis- 
tance between stays of boilers in flat sur- 
face. The board refused to adopt a proposi- 
tion to have tests of material made at the 
works of the manufacturers where such 
plates were to be used in boilers outside the 
local inspection districts in which the plate 
manufactories are located. 

A rule was adopted requiring that the 
actual thickness of plate ig boilers ten years 
old and upward shail ascertained by 
actual measurement at each annual inspec- 
tion, and allowing only steam ure from 
such ascertained thickness of plate, providing 
the boilers are otherwise in good condition. 
Paragraph in Sec. 4, Rule 1, requiring in- 


_ spectors to send certificate of boiler plate to
